It 18 understood that most of the re-
publican senators promissd, before the
treaty of peace wias ratified, to support
the McEnery resolution as soon as ratl-
fiction hnd been accomplished.  That
resolution 18 less  satlsfactory  In s
terms than gome of the others, bhut it
detines the poliey of the governnment in
i way which we hinve no doubt wounld
be neceptable to the Fllipinos and put
o stop to hostilitles, It says to the peo-
ple with whom we are at war that it
is not the inteontion of the United States
to permanently annex thelr country, but
to establish there n government sultable
to the wants and conditions of the in-
habitants, 1o prepare them for local
self-government and in due time to
mnke such disposition of the islands
ns will best promote the interests of
the citizens of the United States and
the people of the Philippines, Such a
decdliiration involves no  surrender on
our part and Is in complete harmony
with what we procialmed as our pur-
pose In golng to war with Spaln. It
Is consistent with American prineiples
and we think it expresses the feeling
of n very large majority of the Amer-
lean  people, 1f it should have the
effect, as we fully believe it would, of
putting an end to bloodshed, it would
redound to the honor of the country.
A commission has been appointed by
the president one object of which Is
understood to be the conciliation of the
Filipinos. Why not sccomplish this in
a more prompt and direct way by a res-
olution of congress explicitly declaving
that the United States does not lotend
to annex the Islands and force Its rule
upon thelr people?

This Is the wise, Just and honorable
course. There is no glory for this na-
tion in killing Fllipinos and certainly
we do not need to do so in order to
demonstiate our military  superiority.
Every report of Amerlean soldlers killed
and wounded in the I’hilipplnes is an
appenl to congress to declare a policy
that will gtop the counfliet,

N CALL FOR A CHANGE.

All county officers in Nebraska are
sild fto be heartily In favor of the pro-
posed extension of their terms of oftice
until 1901. The pretext for this new
departure is an intention io save money
to the taxpayers through reduced elec-
tion' expenses. I this view were cor-
rect It would be economy to extend the
terms of state as wall as county ofticers
and save the people the expense and
vexation of an electlon contest for an
indefinite period.

As a matter of fact, there ¢an be no
saving to the taxpayers In the proposed
scheme, excepting in the difference m
the cost of ballots of reduced dinen-
slons, There must be an election held
in 1809 In every precinet in the state,
becavse the constitution requires the
people to elect one supreme Judge and
two university regents to fill the placces
of the officers whose terms expire in
January, 1000, Even If the state elee-
tion of 1800 could also be deferred it
I8 doubtful whether the taxpayers would
not prefer to pay the electionf expenses
rather than forego the privilege of
choosing new county otficers every two
years. In any event it I8 questionable
whether the legislature would be justi-
fied In attempting such an innovatiou
without g full and free expression of the
people elther through party convention
or discuwssion through the press,

The fact that 1000 will be o presiden-
tinl election year counts against rather
than In favor of such a scheme. "I'he
people of every county are luterested
in divorcing loeal electlons from  na-
tlonnd Issues, In most instances locil
officers are chosen on thelr merits more
than for their views on navional poit
tics. On the other band, 1t wounld be
indiscreet for parties to jeopardize sue-
cess of presidentinl electors, congress-
men and leglslative eandidates who arve
to elect Unlted States senptors by tying
them together with  eandidates for
county offices,

A serious objection is also presented
in the Inerease of the already  large
number of candidates to be voled for
In presidential years, which would take
up wore time for each voter and in-
crease the risk of leaving many pames
unvoled,

1t would secem to us that all these
conslderntions outwelgh any possible
advantage that might be derived by
the publle from extending the terms of
efficlent officers.

THE FUTURE WHEAT SUPPLY,

A short tlme ago Bir Willlnm Crookes,
president of the British Association for
the Advancement of Sclence, expressed
the opinlon in an address to the asso-
clution that  within a generation the
world's production of wheat  will not
equal the demand—an opinlon which
attracted a'great deal of avtentlon and
provoked much unfuvorable eritielsin,
In reference to this country It was sald;
“Practically there remanins noe uncultl-
vated prairie land in the United States
sultable for wheat growlng, The virgin
land has been rapldly absorbed, untll
ot present there Is no lund left for wheat
without reducing the area for maize,
hoy and other necessary crops. It is
almost certaln that within o generation
the ever-inereasing population of the
United States will consume all the
wheat grown within its borders and
will be driven to impaort, and, like our-
selves, will scramble for a liou's share
of the wheat crop of the world."

The question of the future supply of
wheat Is of uolverspl luterest and it
recelves most lnstructive conslderation
from My, John Hyde, statistician of the

Department of Agriculiure, W the Feb-

Review, Mr. Hyde polnis ont the con-

exceeding the total aren of improyed
land in farms at the present time,

Mr. Hyde says it is too well-estah-
lished a fact to e the subject of contro-
versy that for general agricultural pur-
poses the pulille domain is practieally
exhausted and that eonsequently there
can be no further considerable addi-
tion to the farm aren of the country,
It ean bo somoewhat increased by the
reclomation of desert lands, but such
addition will be very small, if not ab-
solutely Insigniticant. There is, lLiow-
ever, a vast body of improved land al-
ready in farms, amounting at the last
census o 265,000,000 acres, which will
bo mude to contribute to the agrienl-
tural produoction of the future. On the
whole the fignres  presented by the
statistician of the Agrieultural depart-
ment support the contention of Sie Wil-
linm Crookes that within a generation
the wheat supply of the world, includ-
ing the United States, will fall o far
short of the demand as to constitute
general searcity,

RIGHTS OF A WIFE,

Instructive Ruling of the Indiann
Supreme Court,
Philpdelphia Times,

The common law which formerly gov-

erned marital rights in this country has
undergone more changes than any other and
by o recent supreme court declsion in In-
diana takes another forward step, The
law used to regard the husband and wife as
one, but the husband as that oue.

But all that has been changed In most
of the statea by statutes which have left
lttle of the commeon law in force. The case
in point I8 pecullurly Interesting by reason
chlefly of its broad application, The hus-
band kept & shoe store In which his wife
worked as clerk or saleswoman for §7.60 a
week and saved and |nvested her money.
When the amount of her savings reached
$1,400 hor husband's business fell off and
eghe loaned money to him until all was gono.
Then he made an assignment for the benefit
of his creditors, He also owed his wile
one year's wages, making her claim §2,378,
The assignee refused to pay her because he
said that a husband could not make a valid
contract to pay his wife for her serviees.
The clrouit court gave judgment against the
plaintiff on this ground, but the appellate
court reversed Lhe judgment, saying that
had the services been of a domestly char-
acter then there would be no consideration
to support the contract. That would hbe
againat public polley. But the labor per-
formed by the appellant was unot of that
character. Sbe was under no obligation Lo
leave her home and clerk for her hushand
snd she did It under contract that she
should be pald for it. The wmopney which
was pald to her and which passed again
into his possesslon wea nlso of that con-
tract and her elalm for It all s goud.

WHO SHALL VOTE IN CUBATY

A Problem to Be Solved RBefore In-
nugurating Home Rule,
Collier's Weekly.

It is obvious that, If we are to fulfill the
promlso made by congress, the Cubans must
be left to determine for themselves whether
they will have a federative or a unified
echeme of government, That decislon can
be falrly and authoritatively made only in
one wany, namely, by a constitutional con-
vention, the orgaple law framed by which
shall be eubsequently submitted to the
people. Here, however, we encounter o
guestion of considerable dificulty, viz,: Who
are to be permitted to vote for members
of the constitutional convention and for the
ratification of the constitution when formed?

the fleld under the insurgent colors but re-
mained in the cltles and towns or on thelr
plantationg had to pay taxes to the Havana
government in order to preserve their Hves;
often, indeed, however devoted secretly to
the patriot cause, they had to submit to
vominal enrollment in some corps of volun-
teers, It would clearly be unjust to punish
them for conduct prescribed Ly the sense of
aelf-preservation. The practical result, too,
of enforcing the proposed rule last named
would be to place the ballot exclusively in
the hands of those Insurgents who now are
or bhave been under arms and of whom o
lnrge majority are negroes, It I8, at the
same time, nol easy to devies a wider basls
for the suffrage which would nol be open to
some objeetion. It bas been suggested that
those Spanlards might be permitted to voie
who have resided more than four years on
the island and who have not borne arms in
support of Spanish rule. As a matter of
fact theére is no adult and able-bodled Spun-
lard of military age who, under the Weyler
and Blanco regime, was not enrolled in
some volunteer or other irregular corps
S8hould, on the other bhand, the franchise
be conferred upon all Spanish residents who
are willlng to forswear their allegiance to
Spain and fo take oath of fidelity to the
Inchoate Cuban republie, there s danger

VOTING BY MACHINES,

Congresn Takes n Forwnwed Step in
Betiering Elections,

The federal statute regarding election of
representatives in congress reads:

“All votes for representative In congress
must be by written or printed ballot: and
all votes recelved or recorded contrary to
this section slall be of no effect.”

A bill amending this section so as to per-
mit the use of machines where authorized
by the laws of a state has passed both
houses of congress und has gobe to the pres-
Ident for hds approval.

It s predicted that the use of machipnes
at electlons will become geueral as soon as
their advantages are understood, With
their advent many perplexing problems of
the Australlan bhallot will solve themselves,
They make defective ballots bmpossible, and
as there can be no question s to the ae-
curacy of the count they reduce the possi-
bility of contested elections to the minimum,
IMshonest cloction officlals will find thelr
occupation gone, and the briber can never
know whether the man he bribed stayed
bought or not. No drace ls left of the way
the individusl voted. Only the aggregale ia
recorded, It s claimed the count can be
completed within thirty minutes of the time
of closing the polls,
